One thing that seams to
indioate that thers is something tangible
about this now gold crazo, 14 the fagt that no-
body veaps any benefit out of the furors that
tins been created. Those who have already
staked out elnime thore would be glad enough
of the opportunity to do some prospecting
themselyves at thelr leisure,

The demand for truunsportation b
chme 50 great  that not  long  ogo
o daily stage line was put on betwoeen Itaw -
lHlus and Gold Hill, Tho board of trade of
Lavamio appointed n committes to ralse funds
for openimg the road from that pluce to the
eanmp, When 3300 had been collected last
woeok a contract was made with an old con-

ing tho snowy range on snow shoes, Soveral
who have attempted that during the winter
have barely escaped with thelr lives, al-
tuough somo men havoe successfully made the
trp.

The latest Information from Gold HIill is to
the effoct that there are upwards of one hun-
dred and fifty prospect holes in the camp
that are down ot least ten feot, Some of the
claims on which work has boen done are the
the Leviathan, which ia down 85 feet, Acme
50, Little Bonanza 50, Laramis (tunpel) 60,
Star of Wyomin ‘3’1’, Snowllake 25 and
Florida 18 foet, ASI of theso claims improve
tho deaper the shafts aro sunlk and thera are
no indications that the veins will pinch out.
On the conwrary, in ono shaft, where there
wasg a showing of cight Inchos of oro at the
surface, the vein widened out to three foet at
o depth of twenty feet or more, ree gold is
found through every foot sunk and the wall
rock pans out well. The lends so far discov-
ernd are mostly gold-bearing, though soma
copper and sliver ore Is found. ‘I'ho general
character s mainly of goelss, with iron.
stuned and  decomposed matter without
guartz, From bits of rock four or five colors
are obtalned.
